WHAT IS CAUSE OF THE DELAY? 


We freely confess that we find it impossible to 


imagine any satisfactory explanation to the peo- 
ple of Oakland for the delay on the part of the 
county supervisors in disposing of the question 
of a site for the county hospital. If the charge 
that the supervisors are postponing action for 
political expediency is true, it is difficult to see 
how they can justify their conduct to the satis 
faction of their own conscience. 


For several years Oakland, Berkeley, AJameda 


and other communities have suffered greatlj 
through the lack of a centrally located genera 
hospital. 
That sick and injured residents have 


to make the long journey to the county inf irmarj 
in San Leandro for treatment has long been rec 
ognized as a lamentable and discreditable condi 
tion. 
The supervisors have themselves recog 


nized this and have voted to erect a new hospital 
separated, as it should be, from the infirmary 
and located where it will be.available to the larg 
efet number of Alameda County citizens. On De 


- eember 21st, last, they appointed, in obedience t< 


the law and in accordance with the demand of 
petitioning citizens, a Board of Public Welfare, 
to which was referred the matter of selecting a 
hospital site. A brief history of the work of this 
welfare board was published in Thursday's 
TRIBUNE. 
•^ It tackled the problem given it energetically 


and efficiently. It considered forty sites, elimi- 
nated all but five from consideration and recom- 
mended one of the five for selection as being IUI ljnan 
closest to the actual center of the population of passage: 
Alameda County. The personnel of this board 
inspired the confidence of the people, the mem- 
bers performed their duty in a scientific and en- 
tirely proper manner, they worked without com- 
pensation and their report was submitted to the 
county supervisors on June 8, 1916. 


It is still with the supervisors—on file. Noth- 


ing has been done. The question of selecting a 
site apparently is taboo. It has been stated that 
the fear that selecting a site may cost some of 
the supervisors votes in their campaigns for re- 
election is at the bottom of the delay, and in 
the absence of any other apparent reason the 
charge may be accepted as reasonable. 


But such unreasonable delay, whatever the .ex- 


cuse, is palpable evasion of official duty and an 
unwholesome disregard for the general welfare 
.of the county's citizens. More than this, it dis- 
plays a painful and unnecessary lack of apprecia- 
tion for and courtesy toward the men and women 
of the Board of Public Welfare whom the super- 
visors called in to assist them. The only thing 
that will dispel the impression that this board 
was appointed solely that the supervisors might 
escape the danger of displeasing a few of their 
supporters with votes is • prompt action in the 
right direction. 


The hospital should be separated from the. in- 


firmary and be established as near as possible to 
the center of the county's population. A site 
should be purchased; we do not recommend any 
particular site, because we are not sufficiently 
informed as to the relative advantages of the 
various ones offered. 
But we take it that any 


one of the five centrally-located sites recom- 
mended by the welfare board would be accept- 
able. And the construction of the new hospital 
should be started at the earliest possible date. 
The people should demand that these things be 
done without regard to the approaching prim- 
ary, general election or any other political event. 


THE NEW COMMISSION. 


Senator Newlands' resolution providing for the 


appointment of a joint commission to investigate 
and report upon "the entire question of govern- 
ment regulation of railways h&s been passed. 
The creation of such a commission is a confession 
that something is radically wrong with the pres- 
ent system and instrumentalities, which are ex- 
clusively the creations of Congress, for regulating 
public utilities. 
Yet on the new commission 


there is to be no representatives of railroads, 
business, consumers nor wage-earners. It will be 
representative exclusively of the lawmakers 
whose present regulation of railways is giving 
them and the country so, much embarrassment. 


The Interstate Commerce Commission has been 


very busy and has asked for and received all the 
legislation it needed. At present, when Congress 
acknowledges that something is wrong, railroad 
construction is less than at any.time in fifty 
years and there are forty-one railroads in receiv- 
ership. 
This would seem to afford adequate 


provocation for the government calling to its 
council a few men who know something of the 
transportation business, someone thoroughly ac- 
quainted with the interests and requirements of 
shippers, producers and consumers, and a per- 
sonage or two who can speak authoritatively for 
the hundreds of thousands of men earning a live- 
lihood in the transportation business.

employees — locomotive engineers, conductors 


' brakemen and enginemen—have voted authority

lows the consumer 7500 gallon* of -water. 
This amount of water if used in Hay- 
ward would cost the consumer $2.75 or 
two and threa-q-uarters times aa muoh. 


Another 
city charges 12 cents per 


thousand for -water and if the consumer 
used ten thousand gallons of water the 
cost would be Jl-20 plus the minimum of 
GOc, making the total cost $1.70. 
This 


amount of -water In Hayward would cost 
$8.68 or more than twlco as much. 
Another olty allows 9000 gallons of 


water for the minimum rate of $1 in 
Hayward; this -would cost $3.25, or more 
than three times as much.
